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Vital Statistics of Queensland, 1934. 


On account of the unique position which this State occupies, it is the aim of this Office 
to provide the best possible permanent records of Vital Statistics for immediate and future use. 


Several additions and alterations have been made, the more notable being—Table showing 
population of Greater Brisbane area at Census Years 1856 to 1933 (Table No. 70); columns 
showing areas of Geographical Divisions and Populations thereof, also Female Population, 
15 to 44 years (Table 28); Table giving Marriages by Denomination each month (No. 26); and 
information as to cases treated in Public Hospitals extended to full detail of Classification of 
Diseases (Tables 75 and 76). 


In addition to these Annual Tables monthly reports are available in bulletin form 
showing Vital Statistics of Brisbane and Ten other Provincial Centres. 


All population estimates and rates’ dependent thereon have been further revised 
consequent upon the receipt of further results of the 1933 Census. 


POPULATION.—On the 3ist December, 1934, the population of Queensland was 
estimated to be 959,497 persons, consisting of 502,505 males and 456,992 females, the males 
exceeding the females by 45,513. The increase in population during the year was 10,466 
persons, or 1.10 per cent., which is proportionately greater than that for any other Australian 
State. At the end of the year Queensland contained 14.31 per cent. of the Total Australian 
Population (excluding Full-Blood Aboriginals, numbering just over 12,000 in Queensland). 


Of the total population increase in 1934, excess of Births over Deaths accounted for 
9,168, and excess of Arrivals over Departures 1,298. 


At the Census on 30th June, 1933, the enumerated population of the State was 947,534 
persons (497,217 males and 450,317 females), these being revised figures. The estimated 
increase from the Census to 31st December, 1934, was 11,963. 


The distribution of the population in various divisions of the State on 3ist December, 
1934, was as follows:— 


There are three districts usually termed Financial Divisions. The Southern Area from 
the New South Wales border to just north of Bundaberg contained 678,266 persons, or 71 per 
cent. of the State Total, and 51 per cent. of these were males. The Central Division, reaching 
nearly to Mackay, had only 96,416 persons, or 10 per cent. of the total, and males formed 54 
per cent. of the Division Total. The Northern Division, including Mackay, had 184,815 
persons, or 19 per cent. of the State Total, and the preponderence of males was still more 
marked, being 57 per cent. 


For the purpose of Vital Statistics the State has been divided into four Divisions, 
broadly governed by climatic conditions. The Tropical Coastal District had a population of 
204,473 persons on 31st December, 1934, and the area designated Tropical Inland had 40,786, 
the total estimated population of Tropical Queensland being 245,259 persons, or just over 25 
per cent. of the State Total. Sub-Tropical Queensland had 714,238 persons, of whom the Inland 
ae claimed 152,011 and the Coastal District 562,227, Brisbane alone containing 304,930 of these 
atter. 

Other Districts used for Vital and other statistical purposes are termed Geographical 
Divisions, and are thirteen in number. The population of each on 31st December, 1934, was:— 
Metropolitan, 304,930; Moreton (excluding City of Greater Brisbane), 124,473; Wide Bay, 
109,352; Port Curtis, 62,526; Edgecumbe, 96,369: Rockingham, 71,084; York Peninsula, 6,276; 
Carpentaria, 15,410; Central-Western, 3,405; South-Western, 13,176; Central, 25,868; Maranoa, 
13,845; and Downs, 112,783. 


There are Ten Provincial Centres in Queensland besides Brisbane that have been 
proclaimed Cities under the Local Authorities Acts. The populations on 31st December, 1934, 
were:—Brisbane, 304,930; Toowoomba, 26,982; Ipswich, 23,289; Bundaberg, 11,750; Maryborough, 
11,525; and Gympie, 8,000. These, together with the Town of Warwick, 7,000 (the next largest 
centre) are situated below the Tropic. Cities situated within the Tropics are Rockhampton, 
30,000; Townsville, 27,249; Cairns, 12,400; Mackay, 10,880; and Charters Towers, 8,100. 


BIRTHS.—During the year 1934 there were 17,360 Births registered, being a small increase 
of 210 on the 1933 total of 17,150. The 1933 figure is the lowest recorded since 1911, and the 
1934 total is next. lowest. 


The rate per 1,000 of population was 18.17, compared with 18.14 in the previous year, 
and 20.80 in 1930, one of the worst depression years. Ten years ago the rate was 24, and 
twenty years ago it was 29, the decrease on 1914 being 39 per cent. 


Although the Queensland rate has shown such a large fall, it was, nevertheless, higher 
in 1934 than in any other mainland Australian State or New Zealand. The Tasmanian rate 
was, however, 19.51 compared with 18.17 in Queensland. 


There were 850 Ex-nuptial Births registered during the year, being 4.90 per cent. of the 
Total Births, the rate being slightly below the average for recent years. There were 130 
legitimations effected during the year, bringing the total since the inception of the Act to 
4,950. There were 179 sets of twins (176 males plus 1 stillborn and 181 females) and one set 
of triplets (one of which was stillborn). Multiple confinements formed 1.05 per cent. of the 


total confinements numbering 17,181, excluding those single births where the infant was 
stillborn. 
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Total Populations and Female Populations aged 15 to 44 years inclusive are now avail- 
able for the 1933 Census in Geographical Divisions (See Table 28). A comparison with 1933 
Births occurring in these Districts gives the following Rates:—

MARRIAGES.—There was a substantial increase in Marriages registered, the number 
in 1934 being a record and totalling 7,635, compared with 6,471 in the previous year, and 5,951 
in the depression year 1931. The previous record year for Marriages was 1920 with 6,670, the 
1934 figure being nearly 1,000 more. 

The rate in 1934 was 7.99, which, however, is lower than the 1920 rate of 8.94, but 1920 
was an abnormal year for Marriages due to the return of the soldiers after the Great War; 
otherwise the 1934 rate is the highest since 1915. 

Western Australia had a higher rate than Queensland in 1934, but our rate was higher 
than those for the other States or New Zealand. 

Marriages performed by Civil Officers numbered 309 (4.05 per cent. of the total), and 
7,326 were celebrated by duly registered Ministers of Religion. 

Bridegrooms under 21 years of age totalled 314, and Brides 1,859. In _ the case of 592 
Marriages, the parties were the same age (i.e., born within a year of each other), while 5,763 
Grooms married. Brides younger than themselves, and 1,280 chose Brides older than themselves. 
The youngest Brides were:—l aged 13 years, 4 of 14, 25 of 15, 100 of 16, and 211 of 17 years. 
The youngest Bridegrooms were:—13 aged 17 years. The oldest Bride was 80 years old, also 
the oldest Bridegroom. The average age at Marriage of Bridegrooms was 28.71 years, and of 
Brides 24.80. Bachelors averaged 27.66 years, and Spinsters 23.97. 


DEATHS.—There were 8,192 Deaths registered in 1934, being a decrease of 162 on 1933, 
but more numerous than in any other year since 1929. The rate was 8.57, the lowest ever 
recorded being 8.14 in 1931. The-Queensland rate was lower than in the other Australian 
States, and not much above the New Zealand rate of 8.48. 

The Male Death Rate was 9.63, and the Female 7.41. The Death Rates in 1934 in the 
Geographical Divisions were:—Metropolitan, 9.62; Moreton, 7.81; Wide Bay, 7.49; Port Curtis, 
8.52: Edgecumbe, 8.62; Rockingham, 7.74; York Peninsula, 22.79; Carpentaria, 8.94; Central- 
Western, 9.38; South-Western, 6.89; Central, 6.69; Maranoa, 6.72; and Downs, 7.70. 

Causes of Death.—The chief cause of death was, as usual, Heart Disease with 1,587 
deaths. Other important causes were:—Cancer, 875; Nephritis (Acute and Chronic), 543; 
Accidents, 512; Pre-natal Causes (not Malformations), 422; Senility, 400; Tuberculosis, 336; 
Arterio-Sclerosis, 305; Pneumonia, 279; Cerebral Hemorrhage and Apoplexy, 249; Broncho- 
Pneumonia, 191; Influenza, 134; Suicides, 129; Diabetes Mellitus, 120; Congenital 
Malformations, 113; Appendicitis, 95; Bronchitis, 92; and Diarrhea and Enteritis, 88. 

Deaths from Influenza, Pneumonia, and Bronchitis were 262 fewer than in 1933, but 
accidental deaths increased by 95, the chief reason for the latter rise being an increase of 51 
in deaths due to automobile accidents. The most important accidental causes were:— 
Automobile, 125 victims; other land transport, 72; drowning, 68; falls, 54; and burns, 25. 


INFANT MORTALITY.—The Infant Mortality Rate per 1,000 Live Births was 40.6, 
which was satisfactory, having been beaten only three times previously. The lowest rate ever 
recorded was 36.6 in 1931, the years 1930 and 1932 both having a rate of 40.2. New Zealand 
(32.1) and South Australia (35.6) had lower rates than Queensland, but the rates for the other 
States were higher. 

Of the 705 Deaths of Infants under 1 year, 511 were due to Malformation, Premature 
Birth, Injury at Birth, and other Pre-natal Causes. 


COMPARISON OF TROPICAL AND SUB-TROPICAL STATISTICS.—The Birth Rate 
was higher in Tropical Queensland than in the Sub-Tropical portion of the State, being 20.02 
compared with 17.46. The rates in each‘ of the four districts were:—Sub-Tropical Inland, 20.31; 
Tropical Coastal, 20,28; Tropical Inland, 18.74; and Sub-Tropical Coastal, 16.69. The rate per 
1,000 of Female Population was highest in Tropical Coastal (vide Table 60). 

The Death Rate was slightly higher in the Tropical area—8.82 compared with 8.41 in the 
Sub-Tropics. Tropical Inland with 9.56 was the highest, followed by Sub-Tropical Coastal, 
8.673; Tropical Coastal, 8.671; and Sub-Tropical Inland, 7.46. 

Infant Mortality was much higher in the Tropics—46.44, compared with 38.40. The 
Tropical Coastal rate was 46.56, the other district rates being Tropical Inland, 45.81; 
Sub-Tropical Inland, 39.61; and Sub-Tropical Coastal, 38.00. 


DISEASES TREATED IN PUBLIC HOSPITALS.—Details of diseases for which_ 68,834 
In-patients were treated were recorded, patients entering more than once for the same disease 
being counted only once. The number of patients treated for some of the most prevalent causes 
were :—Accidents, 9,791; Diseases of the Tonsils and Buccal Cavity, 7,659; Appendicitis, 4,071; 
Skin Diseases, 3,216; Influenza, 2,655; Abortion and_ complications of Childbirth and 
Pregnancy, 2,348; and Diseases of the Female Genital Organs ( non-puerperal and non- 
venereal), 2,307.

SUMMARY OF FACTORY STATISTICS—QUEENSLAND. 


Definition of Factory.—A factory for statistical purposes is an industrial establishment in which four or 
more hands are employed or in which power other than hand or horse is used. 


Average Number of Persons Employed.—This information has been compiled in two ways—(*) Average 
number of hands over the whole year; (+) Average number over the period of operation. 


Value of Output.—This represents the selling price at the factory of all products manufactured during the 
year, whether sold or held in stock. 


Value of Production.—This figure is arrived at by deducting from the value of output the cost of 
raw materials, containers, fuel, light, power, oil, water, tools replaced and repairs to buildings and plant. 
It has been agreed upon by the Australian Statisticians as being the best estimate at present obtainable of the 
contribution of factories to national wealth production. It represents the fund which provides wages and salaries, 
profits, interest, and rent. 1ts most serious fault is that it includes the (at present unknown) cost of depreciation 
which strictly should have been deducted along with other “ costs of production.”
